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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The request filed on December 22, 2000 (paper No. 10 for a Continued 
Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 CAR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 
09/180,943 is acceptable and a CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

C\j$&* A preliminary amendment has been file4rfi January 25, 2001 (paper No. 1 1). 
Claims 1, 2, and 4 are now under examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Weber 
et al (U.S.P. 5,710,216) or Desio et al (U.S.P. 5,436,294) each in view of Pasehke et al (U.S.P. 
5,292,805). 

This rejection is incorporated here by reference from price Office actions paper Nos. 3 

and 8. 

On page 2, paragraph 2 of pre amendment (paper No. 1 1), the applicant argues that 
because Weber requires additional polymeric components and that Desio is directed to 



^l^vpolyphthalamide with ^t^ ^oy^mt and elastomer, their compositions are quite different 
from instantly claimed one. This argument is not persuasive since the instant claims are open 

flj$£ due to # "comprising" and therefore they fail to exclude any additional saetisces taught by Weber 
and Desio. Similar remarks also apply to the applicant's arguments on Paschike on page 2, 
paragraph 3. 
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4. This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/180,943. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first 
action in this case. See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time 
policy as set forth in 37 CAR 1.136(a).
